PONTYPRIDD HEBREW 
CONGREGATION. 


URGENT APPEAL. 
ONSIDERING that this congregation 


numbers about 80 familes residing in 
and close to Pontypridd, the fact that they 
are without a synagogue, schoolroom, and 
mikvah, will be readily admitted to be a state 
that requires immediate amelioration.

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NOTES OF THE WEEK.

The death of Mr. Elim Henry d’Avigdor at the early age of fifty-four, has 
caused great regret not only to the Chovevi Zion, whom he helped to lead with 
military dash and energy, but to many personal friends. Mr. d’Avigdor had 
that excitable character, at once fiery and sympathetic, which is often dis- 
cerned among Southern Jews, and although a little more caution in consider- 


_Ing the merits of enterprises into which he threw himself would have condueed. 


to his happiness, those who knew him were at least as much attracted by his 
personality ag they might have been by a less ardent and more calculating 
temperament. Though he had the valuable training of an engineer in an age 
when empire belongs to the makers of ways and machinery, his ‘fervid 
eloquence hurried him into literature. HLe was born a member of what may 
be termed the Jewish nobility, but he sought the Jewish democracy, 
and claimed only to belong to two brotherhoods, that of Israel and 


that of intellectual men. One mistake may sorrowfully be regarded. 
a3 having clouded latter moments. The movement of 
Jews towards the Holy Gand is a natural one, and of the 


highest interest. The construction of railways in Palestine and its neigh 

hourhood is also a matter in which Jews have a legitimate concern, But 
railway finance is a difficult matter, reqniring the coolest and most detached 
consideration. The late Laurence Oliphant was offered a seat at the Board of 
a Company formed for financial operations in Palestine. He incontinently 
declined, and ascribed his action to one of those mysterious promptings which 
euided his later life. * Presentiment ” was the name applied by Oliphant to an 
instinctive prudence which was rarely at fault. Had Mr. d’Avigdor united a 
little Seottish caution with the energy he had inherited from ancestors who 
were not only Jews, but Proveneals, he might have benelicially accelerated the 
course of history. lis rashness as a rider to hounds caused the fall 
which preceded, and may even have conducel to his regretted death. 
Mr. d’Avigdor’s capacity for work was usefully shown in the admin- 
istration of the Anglo-Jewish Association, particularly in connection 
with schools in the East. His part in the transference of the direction of 
the Evelina de Rothschild School at Jerusalem to the Anglo-Jewish 
Association we have recently described. And he had undertaken to visit 
Jerusalem on a mission connected with that school, but a few days before he 


was stricken with his mortal illness.

At the meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue on Tuesday 
the discussion on the project of the Conference respecting the proposed Board 
for the care of the Religious Education of Jewish children attending Board 
Schools hardly did justice to the urgency of the position. We suppose the 
regulations of the Council made it obligatory that the very full and able — 
Report of the Executive Committee should be considered at the same_ 
meeting at which the annual accounts were presented for adoption. 
Thus, there was not sufficient time to discuss adequately all the 
bearings of the question; and no convincing reply was given to 
objections with regard to the method of raising the amount. It 
was also quite natural that many should feel some dissatisfaction at 
the comparatively small sums stipulated to be contributed from the 


! sections of the community outside the United Synagogue, £120 from 


the West London Synagogue, £47 from the Portuguese Synagogue, 
and last, under the circumstances, not least, £38 from the 
Federation. But these critics, perhaps, hardly fully appreciated that 
these sums constitute only the minimum contribution for the current’ 
year, which, on a careful review of all the facts, the Executive Com- 
‘mittee stipulated as a condition of the proposed grant of £650 from the 
funds of the United Synagogue. However, the respective religious 
organisations are hardly likely to assume towards this question tle attitude 
of giving only the smallest sum which can be granted without apy conscious 
or “conscience” sense of inadequacy or shabbiness. 


It is quite certain that if the bodies outside the United Synagogue see 
their way to giving a contribution a little more in. accord with the recom- 
mendations of the Conference (and perhaps also with true equality in the 
distribution of the burden) than their stipulated quota, they can be trusted to 
vote spontaneously, now or later, somewhat larger sums. The essence of the 
position lies in the recognition by the synagogue organisations of their 
obligation to aid the work of providing instruction in Religion and Hebrew 
for Jewish children attending Board Schools. This position is at once fatal 
to the original proposal of a Voluntary Rate dependent on individyal option,

Among the various forms in which plows founders or a former genera- 
tion endeavoured to perpetuate their benefactions, none was at one time 
more popular than the foundation and endowment of almshouses, and the 
wanderer In the older parts of Loudon frequently comes across groups of 
diminutive houses surrounded by small gardens, which provide a quiet and 
comfortable retreat for thuse who have finished their active career. One of 
the most recent of these foundations, the group of ten houses erected in 
Lincoln Street, Mile End, by the late Jacob Henry Moses, in memory of 
his wife, is to become the property of the Jewish Board of Guardians as soon 
as the necessary transfer can be carried out. These houses are designed for 
the use of aged females of the Jewish faith, and in addition to free residence. 
the endowments suffice fer an allowance of ds. a week to each occupant, with 
coals and gas. Hitherto the charity has been managed by the sons and 
sons-in-law of the founder, but, in view of the death of three of the trustees 
the survivors have thought it advisable to ensure the perpetuity of the trust 
and its continued good administration by transferring it to our leading — 
communal charity, A cursory study of the accounts of the Board would 
show that the largest and most rapidly growing item of its expenditure is 
the provision of old-age pensions—technically classed as permanent allow- 
ances—and a transactiun which enables an increase to be made in this 
direction to the value, as estimated bv the treasnrer, of £250 a year, IS an 
immense boon to the most deserving class of poor under its charge. 
_ Objections are often raised to the amalgamation of charities which depend 
on voluntary contributions on the ground of the probable falling off of 

revenue, but when the income is derived from permanent endowments the 
advantages are obvious. The most satisfactory feature is that the founda- 
tion 1s to be transferred whilst it is yet active and well administered, and that 
it is not one of those cases, so familiar to the Charity Commissioners, where 
an ancient charity has been neglected and allowed to fall into decay. From

THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE AND THE RELIGIOUS 
INSTRUCTION OF JEWISH CHILDREN AT BOARD SCHUOLS. 


Sik,—The Council of the United Synagogue at a meeting held last night 
decided by a majority of two to impose a tax of 5 per cent. on the seat-rentals 
of its members for providing funds to be handed over to the Association for the 
Diffusion of Religious Knowledge. | 

I maintain that the power to impose such a tax without the consent of the 
members does not exist. The United Synagogue Act gives the Council no 
authority, whatsoever, to impose taxes, and the Deed of Foundation and Trust 
gives only the power to impose a tax for the relief of the poor and for the general 
purposes of the United Synagogue. The money raised is for neither, and I 
fail to see how the seatholders can be compelled to pay this tax, which the 
a Synagogue intend to pay over to another body not connected with the 
Synagogue, 

If once the principle of compulsory taxation is allowed to pass unchallenged 
nO One can foresee what it may lead to, To-day it is only 5 per cent. ; the School 
Board when first started imposed only a small rate, but it has grown from year 
to year, and seeing that during the last year the number of Jewish children in 


seven Board Schools only has increased from 4,555 to 7,940 this tax is sure to _ 


be increased. | 

I shall be asked how I can obje:t to taxation when I myself introduced a 
scheme by which the seatholders were taxed in lieu of voluntary offerings in 
the Synagogue. It would take too much space to enumerate all the advantages 
accruing therefrom. But the two cases are not analogous. In the first place the 
tax was not imposed by the Executive of the Synagogue but the seatbholders 
tix usclves voted for it. And how was this tax arranged? Nota percentage 
al’ round, it varied from a few shillings on the low-priced seats to £4 10s, on 
the wigh-priced.. {he difference ‘is that the rich have to pay a much larger 
percentage than the struggling man, who has a hard struggle to make ends meet 
and to keep up a respectable appearance, in many cases having only an income 
of £150 to £200, and being obligéd to send his children to a Board School, 

hese men have to be considered quite as much as the very poor. 

Another difference is that that tax was for the maintenance of the Svna- 
8ogue, and who else but its members should be asked to pay for it? What 
religious inustruction is provided for the children of the members of asynagogue ? 

ere are Sunday Classes duriog six or seven montbs in the year for two hours, 

where they are taught by voluntary teachers, men 
orced to provide large sums for instruction to non-members children,

Count Salomon died in 1871, but Mr, d’Avigdor never assumed the 
French title. There are still Avigdors bankers in the South of France and

Mr, d’Avigdor came to England, with his mother, about the age of 17, and 
was educated at University College, London, and the University of London, 
where he took bis degree of B.A. in 1861 (Sir P. Magnus’s year). He was 
articled to Hawkshaw and became an engineer. He went to Hull about 1862, 
and carried on engineering work in conjunction with Mr. Samuelson, brother of 
Sir Bernhard Samuelson, M.P. At Hull, he met Miss Jacobs, the daughter of 
Mr. Bethel Jacobs of that town, whom he subsequently married. He went to 
Rangoon (Barmah) on some engineering undertaking,and he was married in 
Bombay, at the residence of a member of the Sassoon family, his bride going 
out to him: and both later on went to Burmah. He supervised the construction 
of railways in Styria and Transylvania, and Waterworks in Vienna; and was a 
Director of the New Zealand Midland Company, Limited. It was his railway 
experience, added to his interest in Palestine as Chief of the Chovevi Zion, 
which led him into contracting for railway work in Syria, and forming the.

all the Chovevi Zion Societies of Europe and’ America, This 
would. have the advantage of enabling a great deal to be done, 
and the expenses being divided among the various societies would fall 
lightly upon each, He drew up the rules of this Central Com. 
mittee, whose headquarters were located in Paris, and was elected as 
its first President, and in company with his co-delegate, Mr. J. Prag, attended 
every meeting except the last, held 23rd December last, when illness com. 
pelled him to be absent, Itis lamentable that, now the outlook for Colonisation 
of Palestine is regarded as so much brighter and more hopeful, the man who 
laboured so hard to bring about this happy result should pot be alive to witness 
the success which he did so much to accomplish. Those who worked with him 
and benefited by his exceptional capabilities will deeply feel the loss of his | 
clear and bright intellect and his grasp of detail. | 


. Another institution to which he devoted his best: energies was undoubtedly 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, A member of the Council of that body from 1877 
until bis death, and a member of its Executive Committee during the greater 
part of that period, Mr. d’Avigdor ever strove to widen the scope of the 
Association’s activity and thus enhance its prestige. He practically revolu: 
tionised the system of dealing with grants to schools in tke East and hii 
professional knowledge was of the utmost utility to his colleagues in the 
discussion of plans for new buildings. To Mr. d’Avigdor'’s activity and paine- 
taking labours was due the transfer last year of the Evelina de Rothschild 
School in Jerusalem by Messrs. de Rothschild in London to the Anglo-Jewisl 
Association, “ Most excellent plan ’’ was the term used by Lord Rothschild in 
his letter to the Association on Mr. d’Avigdor’s scheme of management. To 
his initiative was also due the formation of a Ladies’ Committee, which has 
brought into the service of the community ladies who hitherto had taken to 
share in its work, and of which his daughter, Miss Olga d’Avigdor, is the able, 
zealous and industrious Hon. Secretary. 


Mr. d'Avigdor was also an active and useful memb2r of the Committee of 
the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home. 


Mr, d’Avigdor recently had a severe fall in the hunting field whilst follow: 
ing the hounds, as Master of the Surrey Farmers’ Staghounds. He dislocated 
his collar bone, but he recovered his normal health in about a month. He was 
taken ill, with an intestinal trouble, on Thursday the 24th ult., and although it. 
was regarded as serious, he rallied, and it was thought that he was on the road 
to recovery, but on Wednesday a relapse ensued, and the medical men in atten 
dance advised an operation as a last resort. The operation was performed on 
Friday but was ineffective, and Mr, d’Avigdor gradually sank and died on 
Saturday afternoon shortly after one o'clock, | 


Mr. d’Avigdor, as we have already mentioned, married a daughter of the 
late Mr. Bethel Jacobs of Hu!l, by whom he had six children, a son now 4! 


Harrow, and five daughters, A daughter has earned distinction in painting,

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY.

In moving the adoption of the Annual Report (the draft of which had been 
read by the Honorary Secretary), the PRESIDENT said that his task was a simple 
one, as nothing he might observe could enhance the very able Report to which

of a vast amount of poverty and distress, and the Committee are of opinion that 
the time has approached when some means should be adopted to extend the 
benelits of the charity. With this object, a Sub-Committee has been recently 
nominated to consider this important question; but they have not ye: had 
sufficient time to conclude their deliberations.” The Committee had since come 
to the conclusion that the course shadowed forth in the extract he had read was 
the only one to pursue, and tke accidental fact of 11s holding the pos tion of 
President had in no way altered the situation, and he could assure them tbat apy 
humbie effort of his would be used to further that great object. Hisaim wos tu 
emulate the virtues of his predecessor; to add to the strength of the united 
Committee, and to work with them in the utmost harmony. He bad no wish or 
desire for anything but the welfare of the institution, If he took i hopeful 
view of the situation, it was because he had no fear of failure. The Committee 
wanted a large amount, and they must get it—(Cheers). If the money required 
were not forthcoming at one grasp, the Committee must not relax their efforts. 
but would have to make up the balance some other time. The Committee risked 
Those friends of the institution who were in favonr of 
extension were bound to give their support to the best of their ability. With 


‘united elforts, the Committee would be sure carry their 
point. Who was there connected with that admirable — institution, 
that did not. desire its extension. The children of to-day were the 
men and women of to-morrow, and the Committee 


practically were 
parents of those children who had none of their own, It must be the earnest 


effort of the Committee to train the children for the battle of life. Without 
in any way weakening their attachment to their religion, they must be trained to 
become good Englishmen, who would in the future be prepared, if necessary, 
to fight anything that menaced the prosperity of this vast Empire. He was 
gradually being imbued with the spirit of the Jews’ Hospital, he would be 
doing wrong if he did not stand by the side of the Committee and fight their 
cause. Presidents of institutions were often compared to figure-heads of 
vesse’s which were of no use to the ships that carried them, ‘That was not 
the part he intended to play. He had accepted the post of President without 
any clear idea of the time that would have to be devoted to it, but when he 
saw the working of the Institution, and appreciated how greatly the country 
itself would be benefited by making the Asylum larger ani stronger he deter- 
mined to devote to it any time and ability that was at his command. He did 
not like to praise the Masters and Mistresses, or the children in their presence. 
But when they looked at the physique of the children and understood what had 
been accomplished in a short time, they cou!d not help being proud both of 
the teachers and their pupils. Tne teaching of drill and instrumental music 
were excellent additions to the programme of instruction. Children needed 
recreation, and it was notin accordance with the ethics of the Jewish race or the 
traditions of their religion that their children should be dull. The Presiden!

“ THE HIGHER CRITICISM.” 


Tue correspondence which has been appearing in our columns for the past 
few weeks shows that English Jews are at last becoming interested in the 
controversies raging round the Bible. How can Jews be safely indifferent 
to the fate of the Book which is the external sign of their mission ? 
Judaism could no more endure without the Bible than the fertility of the 
earth could continue without the sun. Thus, our religious life and our 
religious justification are both bound up between the pages of the Scriptures, 
and nothing has been more saddening than to see Jews so long blind to the 
important issues which they have left others to fight out. 

How stands the case then? There are two factors to consider. Are 
the results of the ‘‘ Higher Criticism” true? If they are true, what must 


_ be their effect on men’s beliefs in general, and on Judaism in particular ? 


We shall not attempt to answer the first question, for it is altogether a 
question of detail. Whether the results of the “ Higher Criticism” be all 
true or many false, its methods are unquestionably sound. The problem 
resolves itself for us into the second question: Does ‘ Higher Criticism ” 
make for belief or unbelief in inspiration and in the Divine Providence ? 
Does it tend to weaken faith or to strengthen it ?~ ae 

No doubt many representatives of the Higher Criticism, especially those 


of an earlier generation, were sceptics and unbelievers. This is the inevitable 


effect of all fresh discoveries. The first evolutionists were convinced that 


_Teligion was doomed by Darwiy’s theory. Dasw1y himself did not think so, 


but the mass of his immediate followers were certainly Agnostics, if not 
Atheists. But what of the scientific world of to-day? Is it so completely 


sceptical ? If it be so, then the last meeting of the British Association, despite 


the presence of all the leading men of science of the country, misrepresented 
Science, for a more reverent attitude towards religion could not have: been 


displayed even at a Church Congress or a Synod of Rabbis. In brief, the 


Scientific attack on the Bible has failed, because we have grown better able to 
discriminate between the essential and non-essential in Scriptural truth. Men 
no longer stake iheir belief in Gon's providence on asix-days’ creation. Men no 
longer look, as Paley looked, to the Biblical miracles for the best testimony 
to Biblical accuracy. And what has caused this change, this wholesome, this 
hecessary modification in our attitude towards the Bible? What is it that 
has made us place the truth of the Bible beyond the reach of 


all possible assault ? What is it that ought to give a Jew courage 
‘0 say: “Despite your theories as to dates and composite author- 
ship, the Bible is still to me the supreme repository of spiritual truth ; | 


though you analyse the book and label its contents with various marks, still 
ls the Gop of the Bible my Gop; stillis the Gop of Isaiah the Righteous 
Ruler of the Universe, who demands righteousness of man, too, as the token 
that he was made in Gop’s image?” What is it that gives us the power to 
say this of the Bible and to believe it? A cautious and reverent acceptance 


‘Of the methods of the « Higher Criticism ;” in other words, a better 


acquaintance with the Bible itself. 

Scepticism has thrown itself in vain against this impregnable Rock. 
“Treat the Bible as you treat other books,” cried the sceptical critics. “We 
treat it as other books, yet it proves itself not as other books,” is the reply 
of reverent criticism. Criticism has made more evident than ever the 
originality of the Bible, its fundamental and eternal necessity for man’s 


given to ourselves.

spiritual life. But it has done more than this. It has vindicated the credibility 
of the Bible, and has glorified the mission of Israel. This it has done in 
two ways, The chief feature of revelation which was open to discredit was 
its suddenness, The sudden is the unnatural, the incredible. “ Higher 
Criticism” would make Gop’s revelation continuous, for it would have us 
believe that even the Decalogue is the result of ages of tentative attempts 
at expressing in words Gop’'s Inspired Code of social life on earth. This 
notion of Inspiration is no new one to Judaism; it was already involved in 
the belief in an Oral Tradition, which, despite Mr. De Viturers’ unhappy 
experience, is indeed a sublime treasury of spiritual wealth. Our corres- 
pondeut mistakes some of the crude, folk-medicine in which many Rabbis 
believed, for the essence of Rabbinical theology. The latter he will find 
partially expounded in Mr. Scugcurer’s brilliant series of essays. This 
Rabbinical theology justly claims to be the expression of the divine inspira- 
tion, in the sense that Inspiration, as the ‘Higher Criticism” claims, 
fulfils a continuous and never-completed function in human life. Not 
in one moment of self revelation but in as many ages as the world has endured, 
Gop has shown his mind to his creatures. All truth is of Gop, most of 
all truth about Gop. Yet it must be won not in a moment of ecstasy, but in 
a life-time of effort. Expand this thought to apply to the history of Israel. 
think of a nation which shall be the living and afflicted bearer of Gon’s 
message to the world; expand the thought more widely still, until it 
include in its range the whole history of mankind with its ceaseless, if 
tortured, efforts towards the divine ideal, and you have one of the noblest 
lessons which the world has ever learned. And we owe the lesson originally 
to the theology of the Rabbis, but in modern times to the ‘ Higher 
Criticism” of the Bible. 


The practical need of the moment is that we shall be brave enough to 
place our belief within the sphere of our actions. The Bible perhaps 
needs to be taught to the young somewhat differently to the mode 
hitherto adequate, and we are glad to be able to mention that a 
Jewish scholar, of acknowledged learning and piety, as well as enlighten- 
ment, is now engaged on a “Bible for Children.” We are not 
authorised at present to make a more definite statement, but we would fain 
communicate to our readers some of the pleasure which the knowledge has 
We do not want a sceptical Bible, we do not want a 
critical Bible for our young. We do want a Bible which shall set the eternal 
truths in a clear light, we do want a Bible which shall emphasise certain parts 
of Scripture and take less note of others. There is danger here undoubtedly. 
We can conceive that some will cry, ‘‘ The whole Bible and nothing but the 
Bible”! But, we would ask, do teachers of Scripture now instruct their 
pupils in nothing but the Bible ? Do they zot moralise and even moralise away ? 
Well; let us cease to insist on those features which, after teaching them, 
we proceed to moralise away. We repeat that the experiment is a difficult one, 
but as it must be made, it is well to know that teachers will one day be able to 
make it under adequate guidance. The child cannot be taught too young 
what he has to look for in the Bible, and what he has not to look for. The 
“Higher Criticism ” has turned many a sceptic into a believer ; if cautiously .. 
sparingly, and reverently used, it may make our next generation of young 
men and women faithful to the Judaism, which, more completely than 
either of its daughter religions, has absorbed the ideals contained in 


the inspired Word of God.

SIR SAMUEL MONTAGU AND THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


Sik,—Although the Big § 
ynagogue Scheme excites no interest in 
one One it is necessary that we who signed a protest against the enalicn at 
rcial Road site should publish the accompanying complete justifi- 
nate Bes action, We contended that at the seatholders’ meeting Lord 
: scbild should have kept his promises by allowing an amendment to have 
a veg und that the voting should have been by ballot. 
ahd rive those courses Mr, aldane, Q.C., states were in the power of the 
* €Vhairman to take, This decision of the most eminent authority is in 
irect contradiction to the alleged inability of Lord Rothschild to keep bis 
promises. No one can dispute that the result of that meeting would have been 
‘ar different had the vote been secret and free. But we pass from the 
discussion of that to a point of equal, if not greater, importance. We protested 
against the acquisition of “lofty sugar warehouses” because in our opinion 
such an investment of the funds of the United Synagogue was not only 
an ag but also improper and illegal, That opinior is confirmed by Mr. 
aldane. The East End Jews are properly exhorted to keep the laws of the 
land, but it would be well if the President of the United Synagogue and his 
satellites would support their precepts by example. No one would desire to 
have our internal discussions agitated in the Law Courts. Let, therefore, the 
trustees, who improperly sold out the stock, replace it and do what they. like 
with the land and warehouses they bought, but which they had no power to buy. 
Tbey will thus put a merciful end to the unfortunate East End Scheme, which 
is surely better than to allow it to expire by slow degrees of neglect and 
Starvation,

OPINION OF MR, R. B, HALDANE, Qe, 


1. I do not think that the resolution can be said to beinvalid. The Chair- 
man of a meeting has a wide discretion as to whom he will allow to speak and 
what amerdments he will allow to be put, and the Court will not review what 
he has done, excepting in a very gross case. He is bound to allow a poll (Reg. v. 
Wimbledon L.R., 8 Q.B D. 459), but I think ne bas a discretion as to whether 
he will take a ballot. Ido not fiad in the Bsth Hsimedrash Sshem> auy power 
in a majority of the Trustees to bind the minority, and ia respec; of this 
property, at all events, Sir Samuel Montagu can apply for guidance to the 
Charity Commissioners under an Act which I will refer to subsequently, before 
executing any conveyance. But while the resolution may be inoparative to this 
extent, I do not advise any attempt to impeach it on the other grounds as quoted 
in the protest. It would be necessary, for instance, to prove the presence of a 
sufficient number of outsiders to-alter the result. and this would be difficult of 
proof: validity of the resolution does not, however, dispose of the points 
referred to in the second question, 

2. If the provisions of Section 4 of the Mortmain Act, 183, have been 
comphed with, the conveyance of the property referred to in the resolution is 
not void so far as the rule against Mortmain is concerned, As the purchase is 
one for a full valuable consideration and boni fide under Sub-section 7, all that 
is required, assuming the deed not to contravene the provisions of the earlier 
Sub-sections, is that it should be executed before two witnesses under Sub- 
section 6, and be enrolled within six months under Sub-section 9) as modified by 
Section 5. I doubt whether the provisions of Section 7 (ii) of the Act can be 
relied on, haviog regird to the fact that half the !and purchased is not 1atended 
for any religious purpose. But though any difficulty arising under the Mortmain 
Act can be got over, the case is by no means clear as regards the application of 
the general rule which would prevent the Trustees of a Charity such as this 
from investing the trust funds in the purchase of land which was not required 
for the purpose of the Charity, There appears to be no present intention of 
using half of the land purchased for any other purpose than that of an invest- 
ment of a somewhat speculative character. Excepting when the purposes of 
the Charity require the purchase of land, it does not come within the power of 
Charity Trustees, who are limited by the rules as to investments which bind 
other Truste:s, No mere majority at a general meeting, and nothing short of 
the consent of all the members of the United Synagogue, or such an authority 
as is pointed out in Section 67 of the Scheme, could alter this rule. Ithiok the 
Trustees have incurred risk of personal liability if they have acted without 
obtaining the advice of the Charity Commissioners. If it is desired to question 
what they have done, a notice and statement under Section 17 of the Charitable 
Trusts Act, 1853, must be given before any proceedings ace taken. 

3and 4. If Sir Samuel Montagu is within the category of a Trustee or 
person having any concern in the management of the Charity, he may apply to 
the Charity Commissioners under Section 16 of the Act, 1853 I gather that he 
is not a Trustee, and I doubt whether, even as a member of the Council. he will 
be found to come within the words of the Section, but it is open to him as 
interested in the Charity, to take the steps I have referred to in answer to the 
second question as a preliminary to proceedings in the Chancery Division to test 
the validity of what has been done. Such proceedings might be in his own 
name suing on behalf of himself and the other persons interested in the Charity 


against the Trustees.

JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOcIETY. 
PAPER BY MR. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE. 


Oo Sunday evening, Mr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE read a paper on Philo, 
which he entitled " Florilegium Philonis,” at a meeting of the Jews’ College 
Literary Society. | 

Mr, JOsEPH JACOBS, B.A., presided and in his introductory remarks 
Eo to the deaths ot Mrs. 8S, Mocatta and Mr. E. d’Avigdor and expressed 
his conviction that the sympathy of the meeting would be with their bereaved 
relatives. He pointed out how suitably a paper om Philo would come from 
Mr. Montefiore. Modern culture was an amalgamation of Hellenism and 
Hebreism ; from the Greeks we get our philosophy, science and art, from the 
hebrews our ethics and our religion. Philo was the first great thinker in 
whom Hellenism and Hebraism were combined. He found some difficulty in 
reconciling the two tendencies, and only overcame it by making the Pentateuch 
an allegorical presentment of Greek philosophy. He might, therefore, be 
described in Mrs, Malprops phrase as an “ Allegory on the banks of the Nile” 
Mr, Montefiore was equally master of Helenic and Hebraic culture and, there- 
fore, a most sympathetic treatment of Philo might be expected from him. 


Mr. Monrerior® said that his object was to say something about Philo to 
those who know a little about him already. They were not to expect an 
outline of Philo’s system, nor would he confiae himself to vague generalities. 
His object was merely to pick out and arrange from the great mass of the 
Paoilonic writings certain salient thoughts and sentences which seemed worthy 
of notice and recollection. If he had dared he would have called his lecture 
“Tit-Bits from Philo.” In another generation he would bave said, “ Elegant 
Ectracts.’ Before commencing he would offer a few general remarks, Ia 
almost every part of Philo’s religious and ethical writings he is under obligations 
to the Greeks. Most of what we admire in Philo to-day is fundamentally 
(ireek rather than fundamentally Hebrew. It is Greek philosophy, coloured, 
modified, transfigured by Hebraism. If Philo 1s often striking it does not 
follow that he 1s helpful. Nor is that which is striking, even in the ethical 
and religious sphere, of necessity available for homiletical ends, But it may 
be strikiog all the same, ' It is moreover in grand generalities that Philo excels, 
Ia spite of his lack of poetic sensibility and proportion, Pailo is deeply imbued 
with the characteristic yearnings and qualities of the mystic. It was partly 
through bim and his school that mysticism of a very pronounced type became a 
prevailing fact in the last great manifestation of Greek philosophy. Rhetoric il 
aud long-winded as Philo is, he was, nevertheless, tremendously in earnest. His 
quest was the knowledge of God. Sucha quest lies outsile the lives of most 
pople, who are, perhaps, too sure about God’s existence to trouble themselves 
much about knowing Him. But Plato was desperately anxious to know all he 
could about the nature of God. It was a religious passion with him and yet he 
sought this knowledge by philosophic means, HKven if be ended in ecstasy, his 
road thither lay through metaphysics. Philo was convioced that God in the 
fulness and essence of His being cannot be known by man. The creature 
cannot grasp the Creator. If He could be fully known, God would not be God 
and man would not beman. What he(Mr. Montefiore) wished to point out was 


tnat both elements of Philo’s philosophy, the constant yearning to know 


(rod and the abiding conviction that God is unknowable, are ahke absent 
from the mind of average’ humanity. Oae word more. God is 
wikoowable, But since, to Philo the Pentateuch contains all truth, this truth 
isin the Pentateuch. Yet the Pentateuch contains all sorts of specific state- 
ments about God. Philo dealt with these statements by regarding them as 
ailegories or accommodations, At this point, Mr. Montefiore started his 
’ Fiorilegium.” He took his audience through many of Philo’s writings, dwell- 


log particularly on the author's views about the omnipresence of the Deity, the 


causes of creation, the ethical perfections of God, Divine punishment and retri- 
bution, the Biblical anthropomorphisms, the search for God, the social nature 
of man, and human conscience. e then passed on to consider Philo’s views as 
to the exact relation of the human to the divine, and dilated on the philosopher’s 
conception of love, Coming to the subject of religion, Mr. Montefiore observed 
that Philo was quite sound and prophetic on the relation of outward form to 
religion, Not that he wished to break from forms,” 
he was a strong Conservative, in spite of his finding the true meaniog of every 
ritual command in some wonderful spiritual interpretation, Philo’s views on 
forms are emphatic. ‘ We should have to neglect the Service of the Temp!e 
aud a thousand other things, if we were to restrict ourselves only to the 
allegorical or symbolic sense. ‘I'hat sense resembles the soul, the other sense the 
body ; just as we must be careful of the body, as the house of the soul, so must 
we give heed to the letter of the written laws. For only when these are faich- 
fully observed will the inner meaning, of which they are the symbols, become 
more clear'y realised, and at the same time the blame and accusation of the 
multitude will be avoided.” Nevertheless, on the proper relation of ritual to 
religion, Ph lo is not afraid of speaking out. ‘If a man practises ablutions end

The Rev. S. SINGER said that the lesson he would like to draw from some 
of Pailo’s writings was the indication of the extraordinary flaxibility of the 
Jewish religion, We cannot mould all Jews in one typa, and we can aporeciate 
Judaism in different ways. Tae people who talked of heresies and’heretics and 
who would make believe that all but themselves were excluded from the 
inheritance stood rebuked in the teaching of Philo. 

The CHAIRMAN, in summing up the discussion, remarked that what had 
struck him most in Mr. Montefiore’s lucid ani able paper had baen the stress 
laid by Philo on the intellectual side of man’s nature as a pre-requisite for the 
higher life. This was the more curious, since mystics, as a rule, iaid more stress 
on the feeling than on the thought. On this point Mr. Jacobs added he was 
hims.if on the si le of the sages, and considered that what was vicious in 
was often due to ignorance. aud that what was narrow and negative in men's 
religion was often caused by want of a wider outlook. However that might 
be, 1t was characteristic of Jewish philosophers to lay stress upon the intel- 
lectual side, so that of the four great Jews who had most iatluenced the 
world Philo was the most specitically Jewish. He therefore formed a mos* 
upp*opriate subject for study by Jewish scholars. Mr, Montefiore bai dow: 
that most difficnlt tbiag, given an outline of the philosopher's thought in 
such a way as to link each great principle of his philosophy into an orgint: 
whole. When his paper came to be read 1t would bs found that Mr. Montetiore 
had enriched it with a whole series of illustrative extracts from Philo’s works, 
admirably translated and most subtly woven into the thread of his discourse, 
T'o have effected this he must have gone through the whole of Paoilo’s 
voluminous works written in crabbed and ditticult Greek. For that labour, as 
well as for the skill with which its results had been presented so pleasant!y, Mr. 
Montefiore deserved the thanks of all students of Jewish thought, especistly of 
those preseut that evening, 


ANTI-SEMITISM IN GERMANY.

Last October the different anti-Semitic parties united together and formed 
“Toe German Social Party,’ an event which they celebrated in a jubilant 
manner. Little trust was reposed in this unity of members actuated by purely | 
egoistic motives, yet it was hardly expected. that in four months this unity 
would be a thing of the past. | : 

The member of Parliament, Ahlwardt, was excluded at the beginning of 
the month from the Parliamentary faction and Dr. Boeckel tendered his 
resigaation as a member. That which borders almost on the ludicrous, is, that 
Boeckel and Ablwardt, formerly arch enemies, have become fast friends, and 
co-operate together in their attacks on their former colleagues. Meetings are 
held by both parties, in which the most disgraceful epithets are hurled by the 
honourable gentlemen at one-another, they thus wash their dirty linen pubi.icly, 
and although for us Jews their quarrels are of little, or no, interest, the course 
matters have taken can only be regarded as satisfactory. It can now best be 


seen what narrow-minded sentiments these gentlemen are actuated who 


sought to slander and culminate the Jews. 
The cause of the split in the anti-Semitic camp 1s Ahlwardt’s trip for 
agitation purposes to Bavaria, which he undertook upon leaving gaol, in order to 
repair his shattered finances. He held lectures, for which he charged admission, 
in Munich, Nurenberg, etc., and endeavoured to sow there bad seed and disseminate 
hatred against the Jews. 
~ He was not merely content with launching philippics against the Jews, but 


attacked also the anti-Semitic Faction. Oa being questioned on his return he 


strenuously denied having spoken anything prejudicial to his colleagues. The 
next day he denied having made such a statement and his colleagues at last 
recognising, what everyone knew, that he spoke unmitigated falsehoods, excluded 


him from their Party. oe

- Ablwardt the anti-Semites had shown they desired no unity and, henceforth, he 


had nothing in common with them. pores 

Ahlwardt and Buecke! will edit together a paper and continue in the press 
the attacks, which, up till now, they made at meetings.

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| THE SONG OF MOSES.

The prevalence of an opinion upon the antiquity of a particular melody 
among persons for whom that melody has sacred associations, is no measure of 
the accuracy of that opinion in cases where the historical grounds of musical 
criticism are mot taken into account, or, even worse, are not even known to exist. 
Else would we be constrained to believe that the more moving 18 the effect of a 
synagogal intonation, the more archaic is it in origin, since there 1s scarcely a 
beautiful passage in the Chazanuth but has been, by some persons, attributed to 
the Templar Levites, or.even more remote sweet ringers of Ierae]. Few, indeed, 
go so far in their innocent simplicity as the pastor who appended to a reprint of 
the hvmn Adon Olam with one of the simpler tunes by the lamented Mr. 
Mombach the observation, “ this hymn and its tune are both very ancient, and 
are believed to have been composed and sung by Ezra at the dedication of the 
Second Temple!” But both Ashkenazim and Sephardim Jews bave gone-nearly 
as far.as when the former have alleged that their thrilling melody for the 
Abodah on Yom Ejippur was chanted by the High Priest in the Temple—although 

the passage evidently dates from the time of the Crusades, at earliest—or as when 
the latter assert that their chant for the Duchan is the same as that uttered by 
the Priests in the Sanctuary—although its Arab, and late Arab, pevuliarities are 


obvious on first examination. Yet one tradition of this legendary character | 


cannot be so lightly dismissed ; and the occasion may be seized during the week 
of the Sabbath when the fifteenth chapter of Exodus formed part of the 
Pentateuchal lesson, to examine the stirring melody to which Sephardim Jews 
regularly chant in its place in the daily Ritual the Song by the Sea therein 
recorded. De Sola tells us of an antique Spanish volume in which he found it 
stated that ‘some assert that what we now sing to the Shiruh is the same melody 
that Miriam and her companions sang.” He rightly concludes that this fantastic 
statement merely shows that when that early Spanish volume was written, the 
melody was already regarded as ancient. Yet in the case of music not committed 
to writing, tradition by itself is not merely inconclusive, but often deceptive. It 
is internal evidence that should be mainly relied on in investigations of this 
sort. It would be unduly encroaching upon the space of the Jewish Chronicle to 
quote the Shvrah in its complete form ; but it will suffice to give the melody 
below asa tune with Moore's well-known verses—and a stirring hymn the 
combination mnakes, Turning to this melody we notice that it possesses many 
of the characteristics of modern music. The mode is the major, ending with the 
ordinary dominant-tonic cadence : ancient melodies mostly fall in minor modes, 
and by no means invariably end with this full cadence. The rhythm of the 
chant, in regular stanzas like that of modern poetry, consists of three verses of 
four measures each: ancient rhythms were rarely, if ever, so regular, or so 
syiumetrically constructed. In the synagogal rendering, however, the hymn 
form becomes less evident, the effect being rather that of a free chant. But it 
possesses none the less a distinctly modern flavour. 


How then can it be main- 
tained that this melody is ancient ? 


It must not be forgotten that in addition to their rich variety of scales which 
are not employed in modern harmonised music, the ancients also possessed the 
major and minor modes still in use. Melodies constructed in these, however 
would not imply the full harmony which is the underlying bisis of modern music, 
but would originate from the more simple and frequent chords alone (those of the 
tonic, dominant, and subdominant) ; and that if only for the reason—want of 

acquaintance with polyphonic delicacies—which produces a similar result in the 
musical trivialities of our own day. Turning to the Shirah, we find its harmonic 
basis to be of this simple kind. That is to say, not that it cannot be richly har- 
monised in the most advanced style, but that the two or three commonest and 


simplest chords in the key are suggested by the progression of the melody, and 


produce the most satisfactory effect. Thus, the modern tone need not necessarily 
here postulate modern origin. The strict rhythm in triple time, however, cannot 
be very ancient, Yet it may happen that this isa comparatively recent feature 
of the tune, and that it more anciently existed in the free and unrhythmic form 


of the old cantillation. For when we take notice of the tradition of the Ash- 


kenazim in the recitation of the Song by the Sea when that chapter occurs in 
- the Sabbath or Festival lesson from the Pentateuch (the usual form of which 

recitation heads this article), we are struck by its essential similarity in tonal 
-Stracture with the Sephardi tradition. Imagining, then, the passage given below

} operation.” The fueros undoubtedly were only made to be broken, in many 


instances. Otherwise, why are the same points repeated over and over again 
in the Spanish statute-books? You hardly re-enact old laws unless they were 
broken, for be it noted the re-anactmeant has by no means the appearance of 
being a mere recapitulation, for in many cases the preambles clearly prove that 
the old statutes were ineffectual. Later on Mr, Jacobs summarises his informa- 
tion into a Code also for Pamplona. 


The bulk of the volume is devoted to the lists of entries of documents and 
deeds, amounting ia all to nearly 1,800. Then follow some documents printed 


in full, and a very long and valuable Bibliography of “ Jewish Writers in Spain.” 


So full is it, that it is scarcely fair to pick holes, of which a few might easily be 
found, Why, too, allude to obvious misprints like Putt Talmud for Leth Talmud 
(p. 184)’ The chief point on which I should differ with Mr, Jacobs is in the 
use of the Cesiguation ‘ Coutroversialist.”

yiibor should be an abstraction, a voice crying in the wilderness, who should 
keep himself to his wilderness, whether it was Loncon, Thrums, Drumtochty, or 
Penicuik. But they, of Glasgow, were of a different opinion. They were human 
mough to wish to look at the faces of the men who had moved and instructed 
them. Mr. Zang will’s lecture, which was a wonderfully condensed account of 
jie history aod inner constitution of the European Ghettos, enlivened by many 
ashes of wit and humour and by two original poems, was received with great 
nthusiasm, holding the audience for an hour and a half. As somebody observed, 
‘hough it was a bitter, snowy night, not a cough was heard throughout. Ex- 
Bailie Simons, whose guest Mr. Zangwill was during his stay, humorously pro- 
ood a vote of thanks to Prof. Drummond, and remarked that Mr. Zangwill had 
been unable to refer to any persecution of the Jews in Scotland. The vote of 
thanks to the lecturer was proposed by Dr. Erskine, and wittily responded to by 
Mr, Zangwill, who, as soon as he could get away from the interviewers, proceeded 
by invitation to the Arts Club, where his health was drunk with musical honours 
by the leading artists of our famous Glasgow Sehool. The President of the 
Club aid that they in Scotland “ recognised ‘ Children of the Ghetto’ as one of 
the books of the century, and as finally clearing away the dark cloud of miscon- 
ception, whose shadow had for centuries divided Christian from Jew.” Mr. 
Zangwill, in his reply, discoursed chattily on art matters and the Scotch artists, 
whose habits and customs he had studied in Paris. The papers next day were in 
amusing disagreement as to Mr. Zangwill’s manner asa lecturer. According to the 
Evening News, “ his voice has something of a feminine quality, a note of shrill- 
neas, a tendency to dwell on the vowel sounds, buc it ig not unmusical and never 
monotonous. Somehow he gives an impression of shyness. In conversation 
he is exactly the Zangwill of the Pall Mall Magazine literary causerie.” According 
to the Weekly Herald, “ he never smiles at his own jokes, and unlike many other 
lecturers, he never seems to expect other people ‘to laugh at them. He appears 
to have made up his mind that a lecture has to be delivered, and the sooner the 
trouble is over the better for all concerned. There are no oratorical tricks to arouse 
enthusiasm. There is even a monotony in his tones till his voice falls away to 
almost a whisper, when he hitches himself together as if he had just realised that 
someone is listening to him.” According to the Citizen, ‘“‘he mostly read froin 
voluminous notes, the leaves of which he turned and re-turned in a nervous sort 
of manner, skipping passages here and there, and stopping briefly now and again 
lo look for his best jokes, which were interspersed throughout.” In my own

THE ORIGIN OF THE FABLE. 


‘FROM A CORRESPONDBNT, | 


At a recent meeting of the Frankfurt Jewish Historical and Literary Societ 

oe Rabbi of the Province, the Rey. L. Munk- Marburg, delivered a very interesting 

iscourse on the origin of the Fable. The learned gentleman remarked at the 
outset that it was very difficult to establish whether the Fable had its origin with 
the Greek, the Indian, or the Semitic races. The Prince of Fables was sop 
and that name could be traced to Semitic origin and to the Hebrew language. 
How far this might be held to point to the Hebrew origin of the Fable, it would 
be bold to attempt to settle at this great distance of time, but there was every 


warrant for asserting that the Jews had given to Europe a large number of her 


best-known fables, and had been instrumental in carrying a still larger propor- 
tion, which possibly might not have been the invention of the Jewish mind. The 
Bible itself is full of Fables introduced in illustration of great truths. And it 
1s curious to note that the tendency to resort to this mode of instruction did not 
decrease, but rather grew in favour as the race developed. Thus, we find it 
widely dispersed in the Books of Judges and Kings and trace it with increasing 
frequency and force right on through the Talmud and Midrash into the New 
Testament, 

To come to instances of Fables which are now the common property of all 
European nations, the Rev. Munk-Marburg gave many examples, which most 
authorities do not trace further than the Middle Ages. Doubtless that was the 
time when they were in everybody’s mouth and began to be written down in 
various forms for the use of the people. But they had been brought from the 
East by the Jews. That commonest of all, perhaps, the Fable of Reinecke Fuchs 
appears in Jewish lore, where the wolf is plagued by Reinecke. Here, too, we 
have that beautiful story of the grateful lion who was tended by man. In this 
early form itis not a thorn in the foot which plagues the King of the Forest, but 
a bone which stuck in his throat. The man removed it, and when he looked for 
his reward, the noble lion thought he should be content with knowing that he had 
pushed his hand down a lion’s throat without being injured. The foolish raven 
is here, too, who.is overtaken by the greed of the eagle, in this case not by 
letting his food fall in order to show off his voice, but by using the latter too 
lustily when he finds a dead body. his noise brings the eagle, who carries off 
the prey and leaves the raven to bemoan his own folly. The Greek fable of 
Menenius Agrippa, where the stomach disputes for supremacy with the other 
members of the body, has its counterpart in Jewish literature. With us the 
tongue comes off victor. 

These are only a few of the most striking instances, which Rabbi Munk- 
Marburg brought to the notice of his hearers. M. H.
